Summary of Record of Interview Requirements 



Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1.133 Interviews 
Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 11 , 1 .1 35. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents.at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt. 



The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself 
incomplete through the failure to record the substance of interviews.

- Application Number (Series Code and Serial Number) 

- Name of applicant 

- Name of examiner 

- Date of interview 

- Type of interview (telephonic, video-conference, or personal) 

- Name of participant(s) (applicant, attorney or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel, etc.) 

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It Is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview. 

A complete and proper recordation of the substance of any interview should include at least the following applicable items:

The identification of the arguments is sufficient if the general nature or thrust of the principal arguments made to the 
examiner can be understood in the context of the application file. Of course, the applicant may desire to emphasize and fully 
describe those arguments which he or she feels were or might be persuasive to the examiner.)

If the record is not complete and 
accurate, the examiner will give the applicant an extendable one month time period to correct the record.

If the claims are allowable for other reasons of record, the examiner should send a letter setting forth the examiner's version of the 
statement attributed to him or her. If the record is complete and accurate, the examiner should place the indication, "Interview Record OK" on the 
paper recording the substance of the interview along with the date and the examiner's initials.

4. (previously presented) Medical instrument in accordance with Claim 1, 
characterized in that the expander consists of four spring blades fixed on the retaining 
element in such a way that they are shifted at an angle of 45°.

another on their vertices by means of a common connecting element. 

6. (previously presented) Medical instrument in accordance with Claim 1, 
characterized in that the spring blades are made of elastic TiNi. 

7. (previously presented) Medical instrument in accordance with Claim 1, 
characterized in that the retaining element is provided with a central opening for 
inserting at least one additional medical instrument. 

8. (previously presented) Medical instrument in accordance with Claim 1, 
characterized in that a locking device on the retaining element is used for fixing the 
expander into the respective position when inserted in the trocar tube. 

9. (currently amended) MPthnri for the use of the apparatus in Claim 1. comprising 
the following steps i fabove-mentioned medical instrument for creating a cavity in a 
human or animal body for an endoscopic intervention, characterized by the following 
procedures:] 

a) Inserting the trocar tube into an artificial body opening. 

b) Inserting the expander through the trocar tube until the spring blades are 
projecting from the distal end of said trocar tube and extending again in a way that 
they form an arc so as to create a cavity for an endoscopic intervention.
